In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley 


Your Finance Committee has met with the Selectmen as well as 
with various department heads and committees. During these 
meetings, we discussed the proposed budgets and have evaluated 
proposed expenditures to determine where our tax dollars may 
best be spent. We feel that, for the most part, our town officials 
are conscious of rising costs and have endeavored to spend our 
tax dollars in a most economical manner. 


As you peruse the Town Report, you will note that, based on 
our discussions, we recommend what we feel are priorty items. 
Certain budgets or expenditures were not recommended only after 
much deliberation. We felt that in certain cases the expenditures 
could be deferred to future years without greatly affecting the 
operation of a department or the welfare of the community. 


As custodians of the reserve fund, we have attempted to trans- 
fer funds judiciously. We also feel that the town is in a sound fin- 
ancial position but only through careful planning can we expect 
to continue on this basis. We urge and recommend that the avail- 
able funds not be reduced below $30,000. We further recommend 
that the School Department adjust its record keeping function to 
reflect unexpended funds on a day to day basis. Your careful con- 
sideration of each of the items in the budget is requested. 


We in Hadley are indeed fortunate to have many public ser- 
vants who are involved in community affairs dedicated to the wel- 
fare of the community without thought of great personal financial 
gain. 


Our thanks to the Board of Selectmen and the department 
heads for their cooperation in the preparation of the 1972 appro- 
priations.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


This year as usual, we look back and survey the accomplish- 
ments of the past year. The Town has made essential progress in 
many areas. The construction of the new Highway Garage will 
provide adequate facilities for our equipment and personnel. The 
acquisition of property for expanding our Sanitary Landfill oper- 
ations and supplying the Highway Department with loam and 
sand is of utmost importance. Construction of the Connector Road 
was awarded to the low bidder, B & M Construction Corp. ($24,700). 
However, due to delays by the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works, this road is not completed. The contract has been ex- 
tended for completion to December, 1972. We anticipate some much 
needed tax revenue from this area. 


The Selectmen have met with members of the Lower Pioneer 
Valley Regional Planning District along with our Planning Board 
to discuss planning and updating of our zoning laws. Although we 
can’t report any significant progress from these meetings at this 
time, they were helpful. 


The Selectmen have met with the Department of Natural Re- 
sources and granted them access to Aqua Vitae Road to construct 
a roadway to a State boat launching area between the Calvin Coo- 
lidge bridge and the Sportsmen’s Marina. This will eliminate the 
dangerous entrance that now exists at the foot of the bridge. 


We have been informed by the Department of Public Works 
that the Bay Road and East Street safety projects will be con- 
structed this year. 


Motor traffic continues to be an increasing problem. Route 9 
is strained to capacity in its entire length most of the day. Until 
diversionary roads outside the center and means of drawing traffic 
off Route 9 are constructed, this problem will plague us. 


ihe problem at the school crossing at the intersection of 
Route 9 and 47 has been alleviated to some extent with the hiring 
of a full time public safety assistant. This position comes under 
the Emergency Employment Act program and is fully funded by 
the Federal government. The Town was granted a secretarial 
position in the Town Hall to assist most departments under the 
sal.e program. 
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Hadley is for the most part a town of homes and children are 
its chief product. Needless to say, the citizens would like to keep 
it that way. Population pressure along with business are bound to 
increase throughout the Town. Preserving spaciousness does not 
imply denying opportunities for business to build here. Indeed, 
where lard is available close to main traffic arteries away from 
the cente. of Town and suitably zoned for business, use of such 
areas for office buildings or research facilities should be welcomed. 

This Board, in addition to holding regular meetings on Tues- 
day evening, does meet with all Town departments at various 
times to discuss and resolve matters that may arise. 


We appreciate the fine co-operation extended to this Board 
by all Town departments, employees, and residents in our effort 
to conduct affairs properly and effeciently.

REPORT OF THE 
HADLEY FEDERAL LAND TAKING STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Probably the only positive statement that could be made about 
the proposed Mt. Holyoke National Park is that Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy has filed a bill in the United States Senate to establish 
the park. The bill is now scheduled for hearings. 


Other than the above, the park itself is just as much of an 
enigma as it ever was. Whereas, initially there was some semblance 
of coordination with the National Park Service, this has deterio- 
rated to the point where there were no park representatives in this 
area to discuss this matter for months. Our last written query to 
one of our national leaders still remains to be acknowledged. 
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While everything is subject to change, we have been told that 
the visitor population to the park over a period of one hundred- 
eighty days would averaye 3,500 people. Compare that with the 
population of Hadley which is now about 3,700 people. Because 
Hadley will have the main Orientation Center, the Tramway to the 
summit of Mt. Holyoke, the beach facilities on the Connecticut 
River together with providing the most beautiful view, it undoubt- 
edly will be the biggest drawing attraction. 


To reach this average of 3,500 people we must understand that 
there will be days when the park will be practically deserted. Yet, 
on the other hand, there will be days when the park will have many 
thousands more. What the maximum will be - 10,000 - 20,000 or 
more are definite possibilities. 


It has been this committee’s policy that our statements re- 
garding the park would be based on facts. If we look at a town’s 
responsibilities to their citizens, we know that it must provide for: 


1. A good road system. Is ours built to carry this additional 
traffic? We have asked the National Park Service and the Nation- 
al Planners for coordination on this road system - no action. 


2. An adequate sewerage system. The Town of Hadley has 
just started their sewerage plans. In the emphasis of ecology and 
decreasing possible pollution, we have asked for coordination of 
planning to handle these crowds - no action. 


3. Security for the Citizens of Hadley. At the present time, 
Hadley has no permanent police force. We know that the Nationa] 
Park Service has had problems controlling areas in other national 
parks. We have asked for coordination on this matter for handling 
security - no action. 


4. Finances. All of the above problems can be broken down 
into one important point, financing. So even though we foresee 
additional town costs,our tax base would be cut. There are no pro- 
visions in the current bill to reimburse the Town for taking or 
restricting taxable property. 


In emphasizing the problems of individual landowners, we 
have stressed the following: 


1. The absence of definite boundaries. When we asked that 
certain boundaries be established we did this primarily so that 
these boundaries be at a natural terrain - for instance where the 
tree line shows a natural land break. If there was no natural break, 
then the boundary would be straight. A natural boundary such as 
this was approved by the National Park Service and the Citizens 
Advisory Committee on the west side of Lawrence Plain (Route 
47). Yet, the latest maps do not follow this agreement. 
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2. The new Naiional Park Service Road. Current plans are to 
have a road established by the National Park Service from the Ori- 
entation Center at Tinker Hill to the bottom or a tramway which 
would go up to Mt. Holyoke. This road, in effect, would cut land- 
owners’ properties in half. Up to this road, the property owners 
would have full control and the only zoning restrictions would be 
those imposed by the Town of Hadley. To the south of this road and 
up to the top of the ridge of the Mt. Holyoke Range, easements 
would be established by the National Park Service. One major 
problem is that at the present time we have no guarantee that we 
could cross this proposed government road to work our land or 
for personal recreation. 


3. The Assessed Value of Land vs. The True Value of Land 
in Hadley...This matter has been brought up before, but it is so 
important that it is emphasized again. For example, during the 
past town meeting, the town approved buying two pieces of prop- 
erty - the price of which was 37% times the assessed value. There 
wasn’t a single dissenting vote. The Citizens of the Town of Had- 
ley knew that they were getting a bargain. Actual sale price of 
other real estate show that one hundred and more times the asses- 
sed value is the rule rather than exception. While there have been 
recommendations that the property be compensated for by a “Fair 
Market Value” we believe that the Congressional members be 
made more cognizant of the true property values in the town. 


Several months ago we were informed, with a substantial 
amount of fanfare, that this area would now be a “Cultural Nation- 
al Park.” So we, in turn, asked the Park Service for a definition 
of this term. Our reason was that culture has many different con- 
notations and meanings. These connotations and meanings depend 
upon the individual. We wanted this item clarified so we would all 
have a meeting of minds. To date no explanation. 


Our future at this point - whatever it may bring - depends on 
one man, Senator Edward M. Kennedy. We believe in his fairness 
and integrity. We believe that he, in turn, will agree with us that 
much more work, planning and decisions must be made before the 
park can be approved by the United States Senate.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


To the Honorable Boad of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1971. The program 
papers for the Town of Hadley were submitted to M.C.D.A. 


By receiving this approval, the town of Hadley is qualified to 
obtain surplus Government property, if and when available, at a 
minimum cost. 


On March 23, 1969. under Public Law 99, the Board of Select- 
men requested, through this office, the aid of the U.S. Corps cf 
Engineers to view and give assistance regarding the condition of 
the dike protecting Hadley land on its river banks boundary. After 
making the inspection requested, the Corps of Engineers ascer- 
tained that a section of the dike north of the dump was badly in 
need of repair with a project estimate of $30,000. 


However, lack of sufficient municipal funds prevented the town 
from attempting such a project at that time. 


Upon filing a request with the Army Corps of Engineers, 
Emergency Flood Control Division, we obtained sufficient funds 
to rip-rap the dike at no additional cost to the town of Hadley. A 
similar request was filed with this same agency in 1971 to con- 
tinue the rip-rapping of the dike. However, after inspecting the 
site, the Army Corps of Engineers reported that they found no 
urgent need for repairs at this time and the request was denied. 


It is my intention to file with the Army Corps of Engineers 
Emergency Flood Control Division, for funds to cover the same 
project in 1972. 


A similar request was made by the Sewer Commissioners 
through this office and the Board of Selectmen, to correct the 
conditions due.to erosion along the banks of the Fort River, behind 
the Hadley Sewer Plant, but were also denied funds for this pro- 
ject. 


As acting Civil Defense Director for the town of Hadley, I 
wish to express my thanks to all persons and Departments in- 
volved in the protection and improvement of the town of Hadley.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


We herewith submit our annual report for 1971. An article 
was passed at the town meeting last year to make a study of the 
pollution in the Lake Warner area in North Hadley. This has been 
completed and is known as the short term recommendation. This 
information together with Engineering design and Surveys will 
be submitted to the Water Pollution Board by April 1973 per their 
request. 

The plans and Engineering will cost $38,000. The town will 
be reimbursed approximately 80% by the Federal Government 
when the project is approved. 

A pumping station will be installed in the Lake Warner area 
on River Drive and the sewerage will be pumped southerly along 
River Drive to another pump station between Huntington Road and 
Rocky Hill Road. This trunk line will handle those street sewers 
coming into it. Namely Huntington Road, Rocky Hill Road and 
North East Street as well as residents and businesses along River 
Drive. Then these lines will tie into Middle Street sewer near res- 
idence of Art Pelissier, Sr. home, and will flow southerly along 
Middle Street to treatment plant. From Knightly Road to Lake 
Warner area a line will flow by gravity to the pump station there. 
This line will take care of everything northerly. 

The Long term recommendation is actually to see what growth 
will occur in the North Hadley area, to decide whether a new treat- 
ment plant is feasible in that area, and to determine what major 
size pumping stations would be necessary to pump areas of North 
Hadley to Amherst and Sunderland or both under a Government 
regionalized basis. This would eventually be part of short term 
recommendation. 

The Selectmen are planning on resurfacing North Maple Street 
and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is going to do some dig- 
ging for STOP lighting facilities at junction of East Street and 
Russell Street. It was thought that laying a sewer for one-half 
mile on North Maple Street and putting in two manholes and cap- 
ping them on East Street at this time would be economical and 
practical thing to do. 

The Maple Avenue residents have made a second request for 
a new sewer and have a petition on file. We would like to thank 
all for their cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The year of 1971 is now history. During the past twelve months 
your Board of Health witnessed and participated in projects that 
will benefit future residents in the Town of Hadley. 

The sanitary Land Fill Dump has occupied much of our time. 
This year, in complete co-operation with our Board of Selectmen 
and the Highway Superintendent with his ever faithful town 
highway crew, our land fill dump is now a reality. 

The State Board of Sanitary Engineering has accepted our 
long range plan for the continued of the present dump site. The 
additional land purchase to the west of the present dump site has 
proven of itself a most valuable asset to continue the dump layout 
in the westerly direction. Coverage for the land fill is at a finger 
tip distance. The new tractor purchased by the town for dump 
usage and general highway work is doing its job at our site to get 
the necessary compaction of rubbish and trash dumped. 

Our board will have an article in the Town Warrant for the 
fencing of the east side of the dump. A total of 610 feet is needed 
to complete this side. The complete dump site must be enclosed. 

It has been most frustrating in the past months to have wit- 
nessed malicious destruction to our new gate at the dump. In this 
Town Report our new rules and regulations will be published. These 
rules and regulations will be enforced by the Police Department. 
At this time, we would like to caution all citizens to refrain from 
dumping refuse and garbage at any other location than our land- 
fill dump. 

Our records show that many residents have complained bitter- 
ly to our Board of Health in regards to the dump opening and 
closing along with specific days of operation. We have reviewed 
our schedule many times with the Board of Selectmen. The two 
Boards’ decision are in complete agreement to continue our opera- 
tions as outlined. 

Dump stickers will be renewed in the month of July. Fees will 
be announced at a later date. Hereafter all dump sticker permits 
must be affixed to all vehicles entering the dump. No one will be 
allowed to dump without a permit. Please cooperate with our dump 
caretaker. He is working for you and the Town’s interest. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS: 


General Laws relating to Public Health (Mass.) 
Chapter 83 Section 11 


The Board of Health of a Town may require the owner or 
occupant of any building upon land abutting on a public or private 
way in which there is a common sewer, to connect the same there- 
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with by a sufficient drain and such owner or occupant who fails 
to comply with such order shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than two hundred dollars. 

We again urge everyone who abuts a public sewer to connect. 
Let’s send the sewerage to the treatment plant where it belongs 
and abate the nuisance. 


MT. HOLYOKE NATIONAL PARK: 


Your Board of Health has turned its attention to the proposed 
park. Our town of Hadley is blessed with one of the most natural 
beauties in the Connecticut Valley. Words cannot describe the 
awesome view from atop the Summit House. We believe the De- 
partment of natural Resources have loosened their control and 
grip on the mountain. Our Legislators are selling us short. Your 
Board of Health commends the ever faithful committee of the 
Hadley Federal Landtaking Study Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen and all the too few residents who are taking a stand to 
keep the mountain range as nature provided it. Our Board of Health 
is convinced that everyone should get involved in this fight. 


The Board of Health is well aware of the environmental 
change that would take place along the mountain range if the 
park becomes a reality. The necessary sewerage facilities would 
be of great importance to everyone. The amount of rubbish, trash, 
and garbage received from the park would have to be received 
at our landfill dump now in operation. 

Let’s adopt a slogan to “Keep the Mountain for Hadley.” (The 
view from the Summit House is worth a million). Let’s keep the 
view. Nor, should we lose a million dollars in land values or taxes.

SANITARY LANDFILL REGULATIONS 


Acting under the authority of sections 31, 31A, 31B, 31C and 
150A of Chapter 111 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, the Hadley Board of Health hereby adopts the 
following regulations. These regulations are intended to supple- 
ment the “Regulations for the Disposal of Solid Wastes Landfill” 
as adopted by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health and 
are intended to ensure the proper operation of the Town of Hadley 
Sanitary Landfill facility. 


1. Materials allowed to be disposed in the landfill. 
a. Bulky Wastes, Garbage, Refuse, Solid Wastes, Special 
Wastes, Wastes as defined by Regulation 1 of the above State 
Regulations, however described and except as further restric- 
ted by Regulations 2 and 3 below. 
b. Chipped brush and branches and tree material not exceed- 
ing four feet in length and four inches in diameter. 
ec. Bulky Wastes items not exceeding eight feet in length or 
three cubic yards in volume. 


2. Materials needing special treatment: No one shall dispose of 
any matericl described below in the Town’s Sanitory Landfill, or in 
any container placed at the landfill, except in the special area or 
or container, if any, designated by the Board of Health, to receive 
material of that character. 

a. Toxic Wastes or highly alkaline or acidic chemicals. 
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b. Pesticides or other substance interded to kill or control 
pests, weeds, insects, algae or rodents. 

ec. Snow or ice. 

d. Granular debris removed from roads or parking: lots. 

e. Materials removed from sewers or from road or parking 
lot catch basins. 

f. Liquids. 

¢. Dead Animals. 

h. Junks cars, discarded motor vehicles, trailers, vans, or ma- 
jor components thereof including axles, frames, or engine 
blocks. 

i. Residue from municipal sewage treatment. 

j. Refuse containing live hot coals or fire. 

k. Branches, trunks. or stumps of trees, or large shrubs, great- 
er than four inches in diameter and or greater than four feet 
in length. 


_3. Prohibited Material: No one shall dispose of any of the ma- 
terial described below in the Town’s municipal landfill. 


a. Refuse generated outside the limits of the Town of Hadley. 
b. Inflammable liquids or explosive substances. 

c. Radioactive materials emitting Alpha or Beta particles or 
gamma radiation. 

d. Any item exceeding eight feet in length or three cubic yards 
in volume. 

e. Any item that may be harmful to the personnel or public 
at the landfill site or that may cause gross odors, dust or fumes. 
f. Residues from septic tank or cesspool. 

g. Pathological Waste. 


4. Other regulations and penalties. 


a. No one shall abandon, dump, or dispose of any material 
within the limits of the Town of Hadley except at the Town’s 
Sanitary Landfill approved by the Board of Health. 
b. No one shall enter the landfill outside of public access hours 
posted at landfill. If a legal holiday occurs on Tuesday, Thurs- 
day or Saturday, the Sanitary Landfill shall be open on the 
preceding day. 
c. No one shall interfere with the operation of authorized 
personnel who shall supervise the operation of the landfill and 
enforce the regulations of the Board of Health. 
d. No salvaging shall be allowed except by permit as long 
as there is no interference with the landfill operation. 
e. All commercial solid waste collectors shall be required to 
obtain a permit from the Board of Health to deposit solid 
wastes at the landfill site. The fee to be charged for said per- 
mit shall be determined by the Board of Health. 
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f. Only residents of the Town of Hadley shall be permitted to 
deposit solid wastes at the landfill. Only vehicle bearing an 
approved sticker will be allowed into the landfill site for pur- 
poses of depositing solid wasts, said sticker to be renewed 
yearly from the Board of Health at a fee to be determined 
by the Board. 

g. No one shall break, damage, deface, or tamper with any 
structure, appurtenance or equipment which is part of the 
landfill facility operated by the town. 

h. No one shall bring any unconfined or unleashed animal into 
the landfill site, or set a fire at the landfill. 

i. Violations of any provision in this or the two preceding 
sections is punishable by a fine not exceeding $50.00 each. 
Each day or part thereof in which any such violation continues 
shall be deemed a separate offense. 

j. A copy of these regulations shall be posted at the entrance 
to the Sanitary Landfill Site and these regulations may be 
amended as required with proper public notices being published 
and posted. 


Adopted and approved pursuant to Chapter 111 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts by the Board of Health of the Town of 
Hadley on the 14th day of December, 1971, to be effective immed- 
lately thereafter.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To The Hadley Board of Health: 


The number of visits for care of patients in their homes at 
the request of their physicians was 644. Most of these visits re- 
quired more than or two treatments. Fees collected were $516.00 
In addition to general nursing care of acute or chronically ill the 
following services were provided: Injections, both subcutaneous 
and intramuscular, post operative cure in the home, surgical dress- 
ings, catheterization, insertion of Foley catheter, enemas, and 
baths. Many visits were for diabetic instructions in the necessary 
balance of dict, excercise and the administration of insulin. In- 
numerable telephone calls were answered relating to clinics and 
concerning illnesses. Home appraisal visits of the newborn pre- 
mature babies were made at the request of the hospitals. 


Your nurse has taken part in the Veterans Administration 
home nursing care referral program. Long term supportive treat- 
ment and rehabilatation are increasingly carried out on an out- 
patient basis while the psychiatric veteran resumes his normal 
pattern of community living to the extent his disability will permit. 


The Migrant Workers Health Project, a medical services pro- 
gram, was begun in 1968 and we were asked to participate in this 
program. The Migrant Education Project of the University of 
Massachusetts offered its services to anyone who needs translation 
assistance in treating Puerto Rican migrant farm workers. 


For the past four years we have taken part in a program to 
conduct home visits in an immunization survey to related families 
of the newborn. The U. S. Public Health program has invited us 
to continue this program for the coming fiscal year. Post natal 
home visits were made to 37 families. Our home visit tally sheet 
Summary is as follows: 


Children under one year of age 37 Age 1 - 4 (23) 
AGC 5 PL 9ne 69) Age 20 and over 69 (69) 

A total of 124 individuals in each age group have satisfied the 
criteria for immunization against diptheria, tetanus, small pox, po- 
lio, measles and pertussis. Mumps vaccine was not used in making 
this determination. 


Case supervision for the Massachusetts Tuberculosis Program 
is done to assure continued medical supervision, treatment and fol- 
low up care of all known cases as long as may be necessary to 
prevent spread of the disease. 


Pressing problems in community health face the nurse today 
wherever she works. Newer knowledge of health and disease plus 
understanding of available resources for optimum nursing prac- 


31 


tice are necessary for professional service in today’s community. 
Your nurse attended a seminar at the Northampton State Hospital 
on drug abuse, its prevention and care, and hopes to attend more 
workshops that focus on many problem areas. 


The disparity between the ever increasing demands for med- 
ical services and the availability of qualified professional person- 
nel is a continuing problem in health care today. It is unfortunate 
that there is no medical doctor on our Board of Health to advise 
the nurse. This situation points up the increasing need of creating 
a mcdiccl advisory committee to discuss problems and offer sug- 
gestions and improvements in revising our policies and procedures. 
Such policies provide mechanism for determining what constitutes 
safe and acceptable nursing procedure in the home and also what 
is acceptable medical supervision. 


More emphasis should be placed on the health needs of the 
elderly. The current medical delivery system focuses on the symp- 
toms and cure of the condition rather than the prevention of di- 
sease or full rehabilitation to maximum potential. 


In the past we held flu immunization clinics and hope to hold 
one in the future. Arrangements should be made to have a R. N. 
substitute at vacation time and in time of illness of the Public 
Health Nurse. Due to the discrepancy between our salary scales 
and salary of other nurses in our area, we were unable to hire a 
R. N. for substitution at vacation time. Public health nursing is 
a demanding role. It offers many rewards, job satisfaction, pres- 
tige, and it shoud offer commensurate salary. 


The loan closet has been extremely active. Hospital beds, and 
other bedside equipment may be loaned to Hadley residents free 
of charge. Mrs. John Sessions and Mrs. Roland Vanasse have 
charge of the loan closet. Mrs. Wallace Howe, Secretary of the Had- 
ley Unit of the Salvation Army, donated five hospital beds and the 
local Salvation Army unit bought four bedside rails to fit the hos- 
pital beds. 


Beside bedside nursing, the Board of Health has placed em- 
phasis on preventive medicine, maternal and child health, the aim 
being to reach all household members. 


This indeed has been a busy year! A sincere “thank you” to 
the Board of Health for their sympathetic and helpful attitude to- 
ward the problems of your public health nurse.

The 1970-71 basketball season was very successful with more 
children and adults participating which covered a period from 
November 16. 1970 to March 11, 1971 under the supervision of 
Wayne Buckout, David Farnham and Richard Bak. 


As in the past, the little league field at North Hadley was 
cleared of snow and a small ice skating rink was formed for the 
use of all who cared to, for the 1970-71 winter season.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit, herewith, my Annual report as Chief of Police of the 
Town of Hadley for the year 1971. 


The Police Department consists of 14 men including the Chief 
of Police. Six men are elected Constables and also appointed Police 
Officers. Two men are part-time Police Officers under Civil Ser- 
vice, and 5 men are appointed Police Officers. One Special Police 
Officer, with the official title of Assistant Public Safety Officer, 
is assigned to all school crossings. 

Several tables are presented here which will demonstrate the 
greatly increased activity of the Hadley Police Department during 
the past 10 years. Figures are given over 5 year spans for the years 
1961, 1966 and 1971. Note that huge increases (some over 400 per 
cent) have occurred in nearly all major categories.

Of the 231 accidents tat occurred within the Town limits, 
129 took place on Route 9. There were 29 accidents, including 3 
fatalities, on Route 47, 23 accidents on Bay Road and 13 accidents 
on North Maple Street, with the remaining 37 distributed in other 
areas of the Town.

Once again I must indicate the need for a permanent police 
department. During the past ten years, the Town of Hadley has 
undergone extensive changes and growth. With these changes, 
police activities have also increased in rate and variety. Illegal 
drugs and drug related crimes were unknown in Hadley ten years 
ago, but are of major concern today. 


The need for patrols both day and night are important in the 
prevention of crime as well as the early detection of crimes. The 
importance of complete and correct investigation of all violations 
cannot be underestimated as the prosecution of most cases depends 
basically upon the quality and legality of the initial work done by 
the police. Court cases are often won or lost on the basis of a mere 
technicality, 


Traffic problems are a time-consuming part of police work, 
especially in Hadley which has a high traffic flow pattern at cer- 
tain hours. Investigations of motor vehicle accidents, which have 
increased over 400 per cent since 1961, and the reports accompany- 
ing each police action require more time than can be given by a 
part-time department. 

All homeowners deserve protection of their rights and pro- 
perty. Similarly, many new business enterprises, including shop- 
ping centers, banks, theatres, restaurants and service stations, 
have come into Hadley recently and these too, should have the 
protection of the well-informed and properly trained men of a 
permanent police department. 

I would like to extend my deep appreciation to all Town of- 
ficials, to police departments of neighboring towns and to my 
fellow police officers for their assistance and cooperation during 
the past ten years. Most of all, I would like to thank the citizens 
of the Town of Hadley for their continued support, and I urge them 
to promote the move towards a permanent police department for 
the future security of our Town and its citizens.

During the covirse of the past year, we have conducted a course 
to train volunteers in al] types of fire fighting. The success of this 
course has added trained men to the Hadley Five call force. There 
are also available fire prevention courses at area colleres but we 
do not have furs to send ii hater ested applicants. 


We =~ ct a valuable member of the Hadley Fire Dept. in 
Myron Ch: Tae who resigned to accept a position with the Amherst 
Fire Department. He was replaced by Capt. Bernard Martula. 


The Department has now added to its fire fighting capabilities 
a foam generator and nozzles for large gas and oil fires. It has 
been used on two occasions this year. 
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In closing this report, I wish to thank all who responded to

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report which highlights major results of 
operations for 1971 during my third year as Superintendent of 
Streets. 


Chapter 81 and General Highway 


Several road surfacing and treating projects were completed 
during the year. Among the roads and streets surfaced and treated 
were West Street, 1 mile; Moody Bridge Road, .4 miles; Cemetery 
Road, .3 miles; Sandy Beach Road, .2 miles; Mountain Road, .3 
miles; Barstow Lane, .3 miles; Frost Lane, .2 miles; Kennedy 
Drive, .2 miles; Barrus Road, .3 miles and Rocky Hill Road, .3 miles 
from Amherst line. 


Chapter 90 - Maintenance 


The Bay Road project, which began in 1969, was completed in 
1971. This project represented the most significant and largest 
single road improvement project undertaken by the Town in recent 
years. The final finishing coat was applied to the road in 1971, 
in addition to completing drainage improvements and regrading 
and seeding of slopes and banks. 


Other Maintenance 


Maintenance work during 1971 included, where appropriate, 
scraping, graveling and patching roads, repairing and cleaning 
ditches and catch basins and removing snow and sanding the high- 
ways in the winter. Several sidewalks were resurfaced and patched 
throughout the town. 


Bridges 


New guard rails and cement posts were installed and painted 
at North Hadley Bridge. 


Dikes 


All dikes were moved and patched extensively with either 
gravel or loam.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
The Cemetery Committee hereby submits their annual report. 


The five public cemeteries have been maintained in good cond- 
ition. We received many favorable comments from visitors from 
near and far. 


The custom for many years, was to have the Forestry Depart- 
ment assume the costs of trimming or removal of trees, in or abut- 
ting the cemeteries. Three large trees were removed from the 
North Hadley Cemetery during the 60’s. There is need for consider- 
able trimming in the North Hadley Cemetery. Certain types of 
trees should never have been planted there. If the Committee has 
to assume tree care, more money will have to be given them. 


We have been waiting more than a year for a dying tree to 
be removed on Cemetery Road, close by the fence, the interior is 
punky and the bark was torn off by the 1936 flood. If it falls the 
wrong way, a great many marble stones will be broken. 


The fad of making rubbings on 18th Century tombstones has 
not abated. People doing this, often leave trash behind or park 
in wrong places, blocking travel roads. 


Northampton Cemetery Department has raised prices for 
graves very high. Their prices at this time are $150 a grave. This 
included permanent care endowment. Our prices are considerably 
lower. We receive at present, $175 for a two lot grave lot. A mod- 
erate raise in our prices would build up our endowment funds and 
our sale of lot funds considerably. 


We had less vandalism this year than usual. During the winter 
a youthful drinking party pushed over a few monuments and 
scattered beer cans about. 


Almost the next day, before we knew about it, a mother visi- 
ted her son’s grave and found the beer cans on it, so she complained 
to us about it. 


Our fences get rammed by tractors and other farm machinery, 
and the operators never admit it, so we have several poor-looking 
sections. On the whole it was a normal year.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The year 1971 was a challenging one for the Hadley School 
Committee both from the standpoint of personnel and educational 
practices. New administrators and new teachers completed their 
first full year in the Hadley School system. It was time to step 
back and evaluate the people and their accomplishments, their 
goals and their plans for the future. 


In the spring of 1968 Hopkins Academy was evaluated by the 
New England Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges and 
was given a five-year accreditation. Much of the emphasis at that 
time was on lack of space for additional activities. Early in 1971 
the Ad Hoc Accreditation Committee appointed by the school com- 
mittee made its first report. A second report was made to the school 
committee in December. This committee, consisting of Dr. Elinor 
Smith, chairman, Mrs. Merle Buckhout and Glenn Clark, was 
charged with the responsibility of reviewing the original report of 
the NEASSC, the interim report of the principal in early 1970, all 
related correspondence and activities and of making recommenda- 
tions to the school committee based on their findings. Their De- 
cember report contained the information that approximately 80% of 
all the original recommendations have been completed, 5% no 
longer apply and only 15% remain undone or unfinished. Reali- 
zing that many of the remaining recommendations require time 
and money, the school committee initiated a program of study to 
establish priorities and to determine what could be done during 
1971 and what remained for completion in 1972. The committee 
felt it should accomplish as many objectives as possible before the 
spring of 1972. The academic school year of 1972-1973 should be 
set aside for the consideration of any remaining academic recom- 
mendations. To this end the school committee has begun some of 
the major projects recommended: improved ventilation and over- 
haul of the health quarters (this involves some expensive structu- 
ral changes as well as new furnishings), ventilation and improved 
storage areas for chemicals in the chemistry lab (this also involves 
some structural changes), improved storage facilities for several 
departments, new furniture and furnishings in some of the class- 
rooms, increased guidance assistance and improved and new cur- 
riculum offerings (see the principal’s report for detailed informa- 
tion). 

Storage facilities for physical education equipment continue 
to be woefully inadequate. After months of study the school com- 
mittee agreed to place an article in the town warrant for the an- 
nual meeting asking the town to approve a sum of money for arch- 
itect’s preliminary plans for a storage addition to Hopkins Acad- 
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emy at a location convenient to the gymnasium. Provision for stor- 
age of athletic equipment was one of the major recommendations 
of the evaluation team. 


Another citizens’ committee was appointed to study the ele- 
mentary physical education program and to bring its recommenda- 
tions to the school committee. Dr. Richard Truewell, chairman, 
assisted by Professor Maida Riggs and Professor Shirley Shute, 
both physical education experts at the University of Massachusetts. 
Consultant to the committee was Professor Carl Beal. Their com- 
prehensive report contained many fine recommendation that were 
immediately put into practice in the elementary schools. The in- 
creased classes and diversified activities caused an unexpected and 
serious safety problem that eventually involved a large segment of 
the community. The Mothers’ Club of Hadley took an active interest 
in the safety of the elementary children crossing busy Route 9 at 
the intersection of Route 47. As a result of the Mothers’ Club in- 
volvement, statistical accident reports prepared by Police Chief 
Frank Koloski were sent to the State Department of Public Works, 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s office, to Representative Olver and 
Senator Bernashe. Some recommended changes have been made by 
the state to improve safety conditions at the intersection and some 
classes have been rescheduled so that classes are being held on the 
same side of the highway as the location of the school. Naturally 
this has curtailed some of the planned activities in physical educa- 
tion. 


The school committee, at the suggestion of the Selectmen, is 
placing an article in the town warrant requesting the support of 
the citizens for the construction of a roadway in back of Hopkins 
Academy, running parallel to Middle Street and exiting via a town 
right of way about half way down Middle Street. This road will 
make it possible for school buses to load on the sidewalk side at 
Hopkins Academy and to proceed to Middle Street without having 
to battle with Route 9 traffic in front of the academy. This pro- 


posed roadway would be built entirely on land presently owned by 
the town. 


Another citizens’ committee will soon be formed to study the 
impact of the increased physical education program in the elemen- 
tary schools and to recommend a more permanent solution to the 
traffic safety problem. Many recommendations have already been 
advanced by interested townspeople. They include an overpass at 
the intersection of Routes 9 and 47, a tunnel at the same location, 
the expansion of school facilities at Hooker School, the removal of 
all schools to the east of Route 9. 


School committeeman Patrick Kelleher returned to member- 
ship on the committee after an absence of three years. Just recent- 
Jy two veteran members of the committee announced that they were 
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not seeking re-election. They are Edward Gronostalski, a five-term 
member with thirteen years experience, and Edward Konieczny, 
a two-term member with six years experience. Mr. Gronostalski 
was first elected to a one-year term in the early fifties when the 
committee was enlarged from three to five members. Mr. Grono- 
stalski has given generously of his time at the local level and has 
been singled out by Governor Francis Sargent to serve on the Ad- 
visory Council to the Board of Higher Education. This committee 
administers federal monies under Title I for community service and 
continuing education. In addition to membership on this state board 
Mr. Gronostalski has been named a member of the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees’ Task Force to draw up guide- 
lines for collective bargaining to be used by school board in the 
Commonwealth while in the process of professional negotiations 
with their respective teachers’ associations. Both of these assign- 
ments require frequent time-consuming trips to the eastern part 
of the state and involve out-of-pocket expenses. Mr. Konieczny, in 
addition to his regular school committee functions, participated in 
regionalization talks and plans with several of the surrounding 
communities. He also acted as chairman of the negotiating team for 
the school committee in its labor relations sessions with the Hadley 
Education Association. Both men have made lasting contributions 
to the local educational system. 


Mrs. Mary Kennedy, a teacher at Hopkins Academy since 1948, 
will leave the school system in June. She came to Hopkins with ten 
years experience as a teacher at Drake Secretarial College in New 
Jersey, eight years as a teacher at Holyoke Business College and 
one year in the Amherst school system. Mrs. Kennedy will long be 
remembered as Head of the Business Department and faculty ad- 
visor to numerous Hopkins Arms committees. Each year book she 
was associated with a financial success. The school committee 
wishes her health and happiness in the years to come. 


The school committee was concerned about the lack of a senior 
play for the past two years and was determined to correct the 
situation if at all possible. During the last school year a young man 
associated with the theatre department at Smith College initiated 
a drama workshop at Hopkins Academy thus filling a regrettable 
void in the life and experience of our high school students. This 
year Hugh Copeland agreed to continue the drama workshop and 
also to coach the senior play, Cheaper by the Dozen. The success of 
this experiment of bringing in an outside expert to work in one 
area with our students suggests the possiblity of expanding our 
extracurricular offerings as well as regular classes in a single 
discipline. 

The school committee members are unanimous in their appre- 
ciation of the fine work done by so many people on the staff and 
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outside the school system to enrich the lives of the young people 
of Hadley. The continued support of the Selectmen and towns- 
people and the co-operation of the administration, teaching staff, 
school physician and nurse, clerical staff, teaching aides, custo- 
dians, bus drivers, cafeteria workers, town hall personnel and all 
other interested individuals is greatly appreciated. 

A special vote of thanks is in order for the Trustees of Hop- 
kins Academy who have given so generously of their funds when 
town money was not available for desirable educational projects. 

It is the whole-hearted support of all that makes planning 
educational opportunities for the children of Hadley a worthwhile 
and a rewarding task.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


The following constitutes my second annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools for the Town of Hadley. 


The annual reports of the Hadley School Committee, Hopkins 
Academy Principal John J. Pipezynski and Elementary Principal 
Charies J. Hangs summarize the changes, achievements and other 
progress in their respective areas of responsibility during the past 
year, as well as their awareness of weakness or shortcomings and 
the hopes and aspirations for the immediate future, so I will not 
dwell on these topics. Instead it is my intention to reflect a bit about 
the past, make some observations that relate to the present and 
give some serious thought to the short-term and long-term future 
of education in Hadley. 


As I look back on eighteen months in Hadley and twelve and 
one-half years as a school administrator, I have given much thought 
to the imperatives in education. During this time I have attended 
many conferences on the subject; talked with hundreds of parents, 
teachers, administrators and school children; reviewed a great 
number of books on education; and pondered innumerable and often 
indigestible studies and research reports. This varied experience 
has left me with some seasoned reactions to the whole educational 
enterprise. 

From my viewpoint, too many people (both in and out of ed- 
ucation) have seemingly forgotten the main purpose of a school 
system. It may seem axiomatic to point out that the school has a 
primary purpose and that this purpose must be kept in sight if it 
is to function effectively. The school may have many incidental and 
peripheral functions but its main function is to teach skills, trans- 
mit the heritage and train the intellect. This is its obligation to all 
children. The school should not be primarily a recreation agency, 
a center for health and social services or a psychiatric clinic. The 
school is the one institution charged by society with the intellec- 
tual development of the child. If its resources in time, money and 
personnel, are diverted by any substantial degree to functions be- 
longing to other agencies in society, it is bound to fail in its main 
purpose. 

At the heart of the educational experience is the word. Here 
is another proposition that used to be considered self-evident, but 
in the present educational era some educators have their doubts. 
Reading instruction remains. in perhaps the majority of schools, 
the gigantic guessing game invented by reading theorists back in 
the twenties. Good usage and grammar in writing and speaking is 
considered hopelessly pedantic; it does not matter if our thoughts 
are put in comely order as long as we “communicate.” I hold that 
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the teaching of English does not have to be stuffy and rule-laden, 
but if language is to continue to be a common agent, the schools are 
going to have to acknowledge the importance of the spoken and 
written word. 


Boys are not men and girls are not women. It is not being un- 
kind but simply stating a fact that the judgments of young people 
are highly subjective and self-centered. Many of our troubles today, 
in education as in the home, stem from an unrealistic and sentimen- 
tal assumption that there is an equalitarian world of intellect where 
the opinions of youth and age carry the same weight. In our adult 
panic that we will be considered unsympathetic or authoritarian if 
we refuse to give equal weight to the youth voice, we deny youth 
its natural state. Educational theory must be based on an under- 
standing of the true psychology of youth. Teaching based on the 
theory that the young person is a dwarfed man or woman is bound 
to fail. 


Some administrators and teachers are reluctant to use author- 
ity in the performance of their jobs. The exercise of authority is 
not authoritarianism. There is a mushy confusion in the minds of 
many parents and educators about the nature of authority. The as- 
sertion of reasonable authority in dealing with children and young 
people is simply a necessary part of the moral responsibility one 
generation owes to another. This generation of young people have 
found that parents and schools love peace - or rather that they feel 
incapable of dealing with the strife that sometimes comes from say- 
ing “no.” This failure of nerve among parents and educators is pro- 
ducing a restless and unhappy generation. What the kids need are 
adults (parents and teachers) who show them respect and humane 
consideration while not flinching from the adult responsibility to 
assert authority in a non-authoritarian fashion. 


A school is only as good as its principal. I have never been in 
a good school that was not headed by a principal with strong qual- 
ities of leadership. The attitude of the head of the school, both to- 
wards learning and people, is always reflected in the school’s at- 
mosphere. 


I have never found a school where children were really learn- 
ing when the success was not based on hard and sober work. There 
is nothing like a sense of accomplishment - learning to read, for 
examiple - to make a child feel comfortable in school. On the second- 
ary leve], some of those high schools that have abandoned subject 
matter for the problem-centered curriculum sre learning, after the 
first heady year of experimentation and freedom, that many of the 
students are complaining that they aren’t learning anything. 


If all of the foregoing sounds general, please do not think it so. 
There are many elements that have applicability to the Hadley 
Schools. Calendar 1971 had a stormy first half, but things have 
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settled down noticeably. Taken as a whole, 1971 was a year in which 
progress was made in the schools of your town, but do not feel com- 
placent. Much more remains to be done. We must not buy tran- 
quility at the price of excellence. 


Accountability in education is here to stay. The public concern 
for what the schools do, or fail to do, is now stronger than ever. 
This is so not only in curriculum matters, but also in money matters. 
The taxpayers examine budgets and requests for money much more 
carefully than used to be the case, and this is rightly so. This de- 
mand for accountability is one of the healthiest developments in 
education in recent years. 


Neither “do not disturb” nor “let’s tear it down” will get the 
job done. In schools, as in the society at large, two kinds of people 
are apt to be the most vocal - those who say that by and large the 
system is in good shape and we shouldn’t tinker with it and those 
who say it is in miserable shape and ought to be swept away. 
Realizable schemes for improving the schools will come from hard 
work and thought on the part of those who occupy a middle ground 
between the stand-patters and the wreckers. The future in educa- 
tion belongs to the reformers not to the reactionaries or the revolu- 
tionaries. 

In closing, I wish to thank the many individuals, committee 
members, staff members and citizens who have extended their 
cooperation during the past year.

To: The Superintendent of Schools, School Committee and Citizens 
of Hadley.

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MODULAR SCHEDULING 


The modular scheduling in use at Hopkins during the period 
from September 1969 to June 1971 was revised considerably for 
the 1971-1972 school year. Mod (period) length was increased from 
15 to 24 minutes and the number of mods reduced from 25 to 15. 
Also, passing time was provided for in the new schedule and most 
classes are for a two mod duration (48 minutes) except for labora- 
tory periods which are usually three mods in length. Overall, the 
present system has provided more class time for students, reduced 
noise and disturbances throughout the building and created an 
atmosphere more conducive to academic learning. 

In addition, the present schedule revolves around a six day 
cycle which helps to eliminate some of the scheduling problems 
found in a small school such as Hopkins. 

Some refinements are necessary in the present schedule but 
overall I feel it is practical for Hopkins Academy and should be 
retained for the 1972-1973 school year. 


USE OF COMPUTER IN 

SCHEDULING, ATTENDANCE AND REPORT CARDS 

With the use of a computer in scheduling, course conflicts were 
eliminated, and room utilization was close to 100% throughout the 
building except for specialized rooms such as Art, Office Machines 
and Typing. Greater efficiency is being made of the physical plant 
and personnel, and a number of new courses was scheduled without 
increasing plant facilities or staff. 

All class registers and report cards are now processed by use 
of the computer. The transition from manual to computer was 
smooth without any major difficulties. This procedure has reduced 
clerical work tremendously with an increase in accuracy. Supple- 
mentary reports printed by the computer are useful to teachers, 
guidance personnel and school administrators. 


CURRICULUM EXPANSION 

In my annual report of 1970, I mentioned that one of the major 
criticisms in the evaluation report made by the New England As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary Schools was in curriculum 
revision and expansion. Because of this criticism, we are very con- 
cerned about our program of studies and are making every effort 
to improve our curriculum. During the 1971-1972 school year, the 
following courses were added to the curriculum at Hopkins: Alge- 
bra I-Repeat, Algebra II-Repeat, Health Education (7th grade), 
Comparative Government, Statistics, Computer Science, Practical 
Math., Advanced Foods, Spanish III, Power Mechanics, Filmmak- 
ing, Painting, Humanities and Chorale. 

Further revision is planned for the 1972-1973 school year in 
our continuing effort to have an updated curriculum which meets 
the needs and interests of Hopkins Academy students. 
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LIBRARY 

The townspeople and students of Hadley can be proud of this 
facility. During the past year the number of volumes exceeded 
7000. Also, because of the dedication of Miss Helen Nash who re- 
tired in 1969 and our present library personnel, all books are cat- 
alogued and available for use. 

Our library could not have expanded so rapidly without the 
generous financial support of the Hopkins Academy Trustees. 
Their continued concern and interest is very much appreciated by 
all of us at Hopkins. The yearly library contributions has improved 
our academic program significantly. 


GUIDANCE COMPUTER TERMINAL 

In October, a computer terminal was installed in the guidance 
office to assist Mr. Fusco (Guidance Director) in obtaining up- 
dated information on colleges, occupations and scholarships. With 
a large senior class for Hopkins (85 students), this allowed more 
time for actual individual counseling rather than searching for in- 
formation in catalogues. 

The system functioned by having students complete data book- 
lets containing a number of questions on geographic location, school 
size, program desired, etc. Each student’s requests were then pro- 
cessed by the terminal through the use of codes. In a matter of 
seconds, the computer printed in duplicate the desired information 
of the individual student. This provided a quick starting point for 
more effective individual counseling. 

Funds for this project were made available by the Hopkins 
Academy Trustees. Through their generosity, Hopkins students 
were able to receive more assistance and counseling which is so im- 
portant to the high school senior today. 


MATHEMATICS DEPARTMENT - TITLE III PROJECT 

In the spring of 1971, it was decided after an evaluation of the 
math department to expand the curriculum and add Statistics and 
Computer Science in our course offerings for the 1971-1972 school 
year. The intent was to provide more relevant elective courses for 
our students. 

In order to accomplish this effectively, certain equipment was 
needed for understanding, analysis, and computation of specific 
problems. Our goal was not only to aid the student with insight as 
to how problems are solved logically but also to give him the 
means to do it quickly. 

The math department, under the direction of Mr. Daniel Za- 
granic, submitted a proposal under Title III to the State Depart- 
ment of Education for a programmable calculator. The proposal was 
accepted in July and the calculator was purchased prior to school 
opening in September. Under Title III, the Town of Hadley will be 
reimbursed for 50% of the cost or slightly more than $1,500. 
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Students in Statistics and Computer Science courses are able 
to solve problems which require storing, recalling from memory, 
and computation in a matter of seconds. Because tedious calcula- 
tions by hand are eliminated, more meaningful and individualized 
learning can take place. This could only have been accomplished 
with a machine which has the capability of performing functions 
similar to the computer. 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 

Hopkins Academy has a variety of clubs and activities in which 
students may participate. Recent additions include wrestling, ten- 
nis, girls field hockey, girls athletic association and the drama 
workshop. 

Successful productions by the drama workshop include “Jack 
and the Beanstalk” and a musical review. This was made possible 
by recruiting an individual outside the Hadley School System who 
has special talents in Drama. 

,Also, for the first time in three years the senior class at Hop- 
kins successfully produced a senior play. 


PLANT MAINTENANCE AND EQUIPMENT 

Every building requires periodic preventive maintenance to 
be in top condition. The physical plant at Hopkins in no exception. 
During this past year, a number of long needed repairs were made 
to correct problems of heating, plumbing, hardware, stairways, 
and general overall appearance. 

In addition, new furniture was purchased for rooms 209, 116 
and 112. A number of typewriters, sewing machines and cabinets 
along with other needed equipment were purchased to improve the 
total educational program. 

A continued effort will be made to keep both physical plant 
and equipment in the best possible condition. 


PRIORITY PROGRAMS FOR 1972 

Hopkins Academy has a number of program deficiencies in 
which corrective action is needed. In some instances improvements 
have already begun and others require a budgetary provision. The 
areas mentioned below will receive top priority in 1972. 
1. Industrial Arts - The school committee has already taken pos- 
itive steps to correct and improve our industrial arts curriculum. 
Additional funds were made available in December for repair and 
replacement of equipment. In addition, a fully certified Industrial 
Arts teacher was hired to begin employment on December 21st. 

During Christmas vacation, all shop tools and equipment were 
rechecked and machinery was sent out for repair where necessary. 
Also, text books, filmstrips, transparencies, tools and mechanical 
drawing desks were purchased. These teaching materials and equip- 
ment should make a tremendous improvement in upgrading this 
department. 
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2. Reading - There are a variety of research studies concerning 
reading and all are in agreement on one basic fact - there are too 
many poor readers in our schools. Statistics vary, but there seems 
some general consensus that about 30% of the students nationally 
are reading below expectations and therefore are considered re- 
medial cases. To this figure can be added additional percentages 
for students who can profit significantly from developmental read- 
ing programs. 

The answer is certainly not the sole responsibility of the el- 
ementary schools because regardless of methods or teacher abili- 
ties, poor readers always remain. Therefore, more time and a con- 
tinous program that extends through the high school is required. 

At the present time, there is not an effective program at Hop- 
kins to assist the large number of poor readers who require remed- 
ial reading and many others who can profit from developmental 
reading. Also, equipment and materials must be purchased which 
are geared to secondary students. 

Because of the serious nature of this problem, I have recom- 
mended that the sum of $6,000 be appropriated in the 1972 school 
budget for a reading laboratory which would combine remedial, 
developmental, speed reading, and study skills. 

Sometimes in our hunts for new programs and innovations, 
we forget the most important element of a child’s education - that 
he is able to read. 


3. Guidance Testing Program - Steps have been taken to improve 
the testing program in the high school. Some of the changes are 
as follows: 

A. Achievement tests will be administered to all students in 
grades 9-12. Previously, only grades 9 and 10 were tested. 

B. Intelligence quotient will be matched with achievement tests 
in grade 9 to determine whether students are working within their 
ability, below ability or above ability. 

C. Interest tests will be administered to grade 8 students (gen- 
eral survey of interests) to assist in career and program planning 
and to grade 11 students (specific survey of interests). 

D. A comprehensive aptitude battery will be administered to all 
grade 8 students to assist in program planning and career goals. 

The various tests will also be analyzed to determine program 
effectiveness, program needs and problems. Provision has been 
made for test diagnosis of students who may have special needs 
and problems. 


SUMMARY 


The past year has been most challenging for your high school 
principal but overall it has been fruitful and rewarding. Our staff 
is dedicated in bringing forth positive changes in our educational 
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programs. We are aware of our short-comings and will continue 
to strive for improvements. 

I’m sure the coming year will have new challenges on the 
horizon. However, greater stability in our professional staff will 
enable us to cope with future problems and plan for new programs. 

Finally, a small school such as Hopkins has much to offer its 
administrators, staff, and students. With a feeling of confidence, 
mutual respect and co-operation, the future of Hopkins is bright. 

Is conclusion, I would like to thank Superintendent of Schools, 
Charles H. Knipple for his assistance this past year. Also, I would 
like to thank the School Committee. Hopkins Academy Trustees, 
and all Town Officials who provide assistance throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To Mr. Charles H. Knipple, Superintendent of Schools. 


It is indeed a pleasure to submit this, my second annual report 
of the elementary schools. 

Official enrollment figures for the elementary schools as of 
October 1, 1971, were as follows: 


Hooker School Russell School 
Kindergarten 53 Grade 4 24

Grade 3 51 Total 131 
Grade 4 24 
Special Education 7 

Total 250 


Total K-6 enrollment is 381. This figure reflects a loss of four 
pupils since October 1, of last year. 

The elementary faculty constitutes fifteen classroom teachers, 
an assistant kindergarten teacher, two full-time teachers in the 
areas of Remedial Reading and Physical Education, three part- 
time teachers in the areas of music, art, and French, and four 
teacher-aides in the first and sixth grades. 

The elementary French program (FLES) was extended this 
year to include the third and fourth grades. 9ach class receives 25 
minutes of instruction, three days per week. Student interest and 
participation appears to be high. It is anticipated that the program 
will be enlarged for the Fall of 1972 to include the third, fourth, and 
fifth grades. 
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Entrance age to kindergarten was reduced to allow enrollment, 
in September, of all children who would be five years of age by 
January 1, of the following year. Class size has not changed sig- 
nificantly since last year. 


The reading program, previously adopted, has been imple- 
mented in the kindergarten, first and second grades. It is planned 
to continue the program with the new series being available in the 
third grades in September, 1972, according to schedule. 


With the reduction of one fifth grade at the Russell School 
and the rearrangement of facilities at the Hooker School, it was 
possible to provide library facilities at both elementary schools. 
The library facilities are available on a regular basis to all pupils. 
Books may be borrowed and returned. Many new volumes were 
added to both facilities during the past summer and fall. The tea- 
cher-aides have been instrumental in organizing and maintaining 
the facilities with the help of student assistants. Use of the libr- 
aries has been expanded to include their use for instrumental 
music lessons. 


The remedial summer school program was continued during 
the past year. Enrollment averaged approximately 20 students, 
grades one through six, dropping to about half of that for the 
previous year. Remedial assistance was provided in reading and 
mathematics. 


State-wide testing of all fourth grade students was accom- 
plished during the second week of January, as directed by the 
Department of Education. Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Test- 
ing was in reading. language, arithmetic, and study skills. Indica- 
tions are that there are no plans for testing on a state-wide basis 
in the immediate future. 


In March, achievement tests were given to grades 1-6. Tests 
were machined scored, results of which were presented to parents 
together with a folder which included an explanation of the date 
derived. 

All children in grades one through six were given mental abili- 
ty tests (1.0.) during the second week of December. Test results 
are being forwarded to the Director of Guidance, Hopkins Acad- 
emy, for further analysis and study. This is part of the regular pro- 
gram which was recently adopted by the school committee. 

A Springfield College student began her practice teaching in 
one of our fourth grades, in November, and will complete in Feb- 
ruary. Another from the University of Massachusetts will begin 
her practice teaching at the end of January in one of our fifth 
grades and complete in early May. 


Several new items of audio-visual equipment have been added 
to our inventory. An eight student listening center, each with its 
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individual volume control, and adaptable to phonograph or tape 
recorder; three cassette tape recorders with automatic recording 
control; two colored television receivers, with stands - one for 
each school library; and a “Talking Page” to assist students on an 
individual basis in reading - for use primarily in special educa- 
tion and the primary grades. To assist in the production of more 
adequate visual materials, a new spirit master duplicating machine 
has been purchased for the Hooker School. In addition, a copy 
machine capable of reproducing copies of printed matter has been 
added. The machine has the capability of reproducing single copies, 
spirit masters, mimeograph master, and overhead projector trans- 
parencies. 

The program of building maintenance continued throughout 
the year. During the summer and for the last several months sever- 
al projects were completed. The main corridor in Hooker School was 
repainted, as were several classrooms in both schools. Two class- 
room floors were sanded and refinished and the windows equipped 
with shades to darken the room more adequately when using pro- 
jection equipment. Two additional rooms have been contracted for 
the installation of audio-visual venetian blinds. The faculty room 
will be outfited with a venetian blind and new drapes. The health 
room in Hooker School was panelled and painted. The north hall- 
way leading upstairs in Hooker School was refinished with Dura- 
san, a vinyl coated drywall. A new heating control thermostat was 
recently installed in Hooker School which allows for a lower night 
setting and adequate control of daytime temperatures. The instal- 
lation of this device should provide a substantial saving in fuel 
costs. 


New furnishings have been added in several classrooms: tra- 
pazodial tables and gayly colored chairs in the kindergarten as 
well as carpeting in the academic area; colored desks and chairs 
have been added to the first grade classrooms. 


The successful operation of any organization depends on the 
cooperative efforts of many individuals and groups. I would like 
to thank the Superintendent, the School Committee, members of 
the professional staff along with all employees regardless of work 
category for their excellent cooperation which has been of tremen- 
dous assistance.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


Members of the Hadley Planning Board have attended out-of- 
town conferences and discussed at length Master Planning with 
different consultants. We have had talks with members of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and Building Inspector in regard to a 
number of By-Laws that were confusing to work with. We have 
been reading up on building codes and working on controls of 
off-premise signs. Rules, regulations and controls are essential, 
but we must be careful before making too many drastic changes. 


The growing position of our town is excellent. A large amount 
of land is available for business expansion which, if properly 
utilized, brings in the much needed revenue to operate a town 
like ours. We can easily serve the surrounding areas with sub- 
stantial shopping conveniences and facilities. We must make every 
effort to bring in new businesses in order to increase our revenue 
A year ago we had a new shopping mall in the making, this was 
contingent on additional depth of land that had to be rezoned bus- 
iness to give it proper size. However, this was defeated at last 
Town Meeting mostly because a competing shopping complex 
spokesman convinced the townspeople that his discount complex 
will be build as soon as the weather permits and that two shop- 
ping centers were not necessary. A year has gone by and no shop- 
ping center is looming. The town has lost thousands of dollars 
in taxation that we could have used for schools and civic improve- 
ments. The situation is such that in order to have money to spend 
we must get it from a source--none other than taxation. The home- 
owners in this town cannot stand any more property tax increases. 
Therefore, the business area is our only avenue for monetary sup- 
ply. If we are to interest industry to locate here, we must prove 
that we are not going to overburden them with large tax assess- 
ments. Therefore, we ask all of you to be realistic and consider 
carefully before turning down good tax income. Our business areas 
are the productive ones and we must utilize them to the fullest. 


In the past, large out-of-town speculative builders did not 
get a chance to make a financial killing building homes on small 
lots because of the 125 foor frontage requirements. However, they 
have not given up. They will renew their efforts by asking influen- 
tial people from our midst to speak in their behalf to allow build- 
ing of large apartment complexes. Your Planning Board feels 
that these types of projects would benefit no one except the spec- 
ulators. The surrounding towns that have allowed this are experi- 
encing problems. 
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One bit of unpleasantness that bothers the Planning Board 
is the fact that the proposed Federal Park is still active and that 
the powers in charge are poised to make a land grab in Hadley. 
We see no reason why the Hadley residents should be asked to 
subsidize a venture of this sort. The people working on this es- 
capade get fat salaries and do not work for free. Therefore, if 
there is a land taking, a price of $10,000 per acre is not excessive. 

We thank everyone for coming to our hearings and we hope 
you will all strive to keep unnecessary expenditures at a minimum, 
therefore, making this a town of leisure living.

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GOODWIN MEMORIAL LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
To the Citizens of the Town Hadley: 

The Trustees of Goodwin Memorial Library submit their re- 
port for the year 1971. 

As for several years past Goodwin Memorial Library continues 
to be open during the afternoons Monday through Friday from 1:30 
to 4:30 with the exception of July and August when the Library is 
closed on Mondays. On Tuesday and Friday evenings the Li- 
brary is open from 6:30 to 8:30. The Trustees have discussed 
other days and hours. As yet no action has been taken. If the cit- 
izens of Hadley have suggestions, the Librarian and the Trustees 
are ready to listen. Miss Helen McQueston continues in her position 
of Head Librarian with assistance from Miss Grace Crosier, Mr. 
Charles Murphy and Miss Florence Burke. The Trustees have 
found that two people are needed during the early part of the 
afternoon in order to serve its patrons expeditiously. Students come 
to the Library during recess time and need assistance in the ju- 
venile room plus prompt processing of books being borrowed. Some 
teachers send a committee of several students to select books for 
the class. Other teachers have escorted the whole class to the Li- 
brary to introduce the students to the pleasures of learning and en- 
lightenment found in libraries. 

Adults who have rather recently moved into town are discov- 
ering the Library and are pleasantly surprised to find recent and 
timely publications on the shelves. Although some of today’s “lit- 
erature” does not please some readers, the Library cannot censor 
any reading matter for anyone over eighteen. However, the Li- 
brarian and the Book Selection Committee manage to find books 
for all tastes. Suggested titles from patrons are always welcome. 

Western Regional Public Library System has continued to fili 
out areas of interest which a small public library cannot maintain. 
Not only does the Library borrow to increase the range of interests 
but also to duplicate some resources when classes have assignments 
to complete. Books are also borrowed from Forbes Library in 
Northampton on_ inter-library loan. 

Miss McQueston is continuing her in-service training by at- 
tending courses offered by the Western Regional System. Last 
fall Miss McQueston and Mrs. Martula attended a course in Cat- 
aloging and Classification at the Greenfield Regional System head- 
quarter's. 

Physical changes in the Library include a large new bookcase 
in the juvenile room. This has permitted Miss McQueston to put 
all juvenile fiction in one area with the rest of the room divided 
into subject areas. Grade levels, with the exception of the pre- 
school group, have been elimated. Division into grade levels was 
important when there was a State sponsored reading program in 
the intermediate system. 
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Further physical acquisitions were two tables and a bulletin 
board. One table is used to display adult books borrowed from the 
bookmobile. This permits easy access to the books and ample room 
to browse. 

Continued upkeep of the premises included painting of the 
basement plus refinishing of all window frames in both the adult 
and juvenile rooms. A large project to be undertaken is that of 
a new ceiling in the Historical Room. An article to this effect 
appears in the warrant. 

The Library was graced with two exhibits during the year. 
The New England Dairy and Food Council of Western Massachu- 
setts sent a model dairy farm which was on display in the juvenile 
room during the latter part of July. Since farming, in Hadley as 
well as in the rest of the country, has been on the decline this was 
an enlightening exhibit to those who visited the library at that 
time. The second exhibit was a showing of art as expressed by 
students from Hopkins Academy under the supervision of the 
art teacher, Miss Jane Burke. 

Christmas decorations ventured to the outside of the building 
this year. On the inside appropriate seasonal decorations were 
used throughout the Library. Books with Christmas themes were 
attractively displayed. Miss Nancy Ellen Paciorek, a student at 
Westfield State College. was responsible for some of the interior 
decorations. 

During the year three hundred and thirty-one new volumes 
were added to the Library inventory. Also there were many gifts 
presented to the Library. Some were new and some not so new. 
All were gratefully accepted. Among the donors were: Mr. and 
and Mrs. David Blaustein, Mrs. Fernanda Orsini, Miss Dorothy 
McQueston, Mr. and Mrs. Herman Nash, Miss Helen Nash, Rt. Rev. 
F. C. Lawrence, Polish Women’s Alliance 28. Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Hahn, Mrs. John Martula and Mr. and Mrs. Edward Banack. 

Circulation at Goodwin Memorial Library has substantially in- 
creased in 1971. In 1970 a total of 3569 volumes were circulated and 
in 1971 this figure rose to 4489. 

As the Librarian and the Trustees take part in area and State 
gatherings, new ideas in library service are observed and in due 
time some changes may be initiated at Goodwin Memorial Li- 
brary. Story hours and a summer reading program might be the 
areas to be explored. Perhaps the citizens of Hadley have other 
innovative ideas. The Librarian and Trustees are all ears. 

Again the year passed quickly as everyone on the board shared 
responsibilities. Such cooperation makes membership on the board 
a pleasure.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN NORTH HADLEY BRANCH 


I herewith submit my report for 1971 as Librarian of the 
North Hadley Branch of the Goodwin Memorial Library. 


The North Hadley Library has continued to be open from 
3:00 to 5:00 and 6:30 to 9:00 p.m. on Mondays, and from 3:00 to 
5:00 p.m. on Thursdays. Changing the Monday hours to some other 
day is being considered now that the majority of holidays fall 
on Monday. Monday hours have been traditional at the North Had- 
ley Library for at least fifty years. 


The North Hadley Branch has been open on 97 days during: the 
year, and had to close for one snow day. Mrs. Miriam Pratt has 
continued as Librarian, with Miss Pamela Jochym and Mrs. Jo- 
seph Kielec as assistants, and with occasional assistance by Miss 
Justine Kielec. 


A total of 60 books has been purchased for circulation, 33 for 
adults and 27 for children. A total of 31 records have been added 
to the record collection which is available for borrowing. These in- 
clude 16 new popular records, 4 new children’s records, 7 new 
classical selections, and several vocals. 


Gifts of books have been received from Karen Jachym, Marie 
Lastowski, and Robert and Margaret Hahn. 


The Bookmobile from Springfield Regional Library System 
continued to leave many new adult and juvenile books in eight 
visits to the North Hadley Branch during the year. This service 
continues to be popular with the readers. There have been 4553 
books borrowed from the Bookmobile in all catergories.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and ac- 
counts of the town of Hadley for the period from September 10, 
1967, the date of the previous examination, to January 31, 1971, 
and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending 
out bills for collection, were examined, checked, and compared with 
the records in the offices of the town accountant and the town 
treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town accountant 
were examined and checked. The general and appropriation ledger 
accountants were analyzed and proved. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the treasurer’s books and with the records in the 
several departments collecting money for the town, while the pay- 
ments were checked with the treasurer’s books and with the treas- 
ury warrants. The appropriatons, transfers, and loan authoriza- 
tions were checked with the town clerk’s records of financial votes 
passed by the town meetings and with the finance committee’s 
authorizations of transfers from the reserve fund.

The adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared show- 
ing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1970. 

A great deal of detailed checking was again necessary in order 
to balance and prove the accountant’s ledgers, which added to the 
time consumed in making the audit. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the town accountant’s books, with the departmen- 
tal records of payments to the treasurer, and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were compared with the warrants approved by the se- 
lectmen and with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The treasurer’s cash balance on January 31, 1971 was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished 
by the banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash on hand. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and checked. The income and bequests were proved, and 
the withdrawals were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s 
record of receipts. 


The tax title records in the custody of the town treasurer 
were examined and checked. The taxes transferred to the tax title 
account were checked with the collector’s books, and the tax titles 
on hand were listed and reconciled wth the town accountant’s led- 
ger and checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 

It is recommended that action be taken in instituting foreclo- 
sure proceeding’s on the one tax title which has been held over two 
years, as required by the provisions of Section 50, Chapter 60, Gen- 
eral Laws. 

The records pertaining to funded debt. as well as temporary 
loans, were examined and checked. The loans issued were com- 
pared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, while the payments 
on account of maturing debt, temporary loans, and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and were checked with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. 

The coupons outstanding on January 31, 1971, as well as the 
payments in advance of maturities, were listed and checked with 
the amounts on deposit in the bond and coupon accounts. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county retirement system, group hospitalization 
and life insurance, and teachers’ annuities, association dues and 
insurance were examined and checked. The deductions and cash 
contributions, as well as the payments to the proper agencies, were 
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proved, and the balances on hand were reconciled with the respec- 
tive controls in the town accountant’s ledger. 


‘Lhe books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of the pre- 
vious examination, as well as all subsequent commitments of taxes, 
excise and sewer usage fees, were audited and proved with the as- 
sessors’ and sewer commissioners’ warrants. The recorded collec- 
tions were checked in detail, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, the abatements were compared with the assessors’ and 
sewer commissioners’ records of abatements granted, the transfers 
to tax titles were proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger controls. 

A comparison of the cash balance on January 31, 1971 with the 
cash on hand showed a cash discrepancy in the collector’s accounts 
in the amount of $763.25. 


The outstanding tax, excise and sewer accounts were further 
verified by mailing notices to all of the persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, and from the 
replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

Considerable detailed checking was necessary in order to bal- 
ance the collector’s accounts, which added to the time consumed in 
making the audit. 

It is again recommended that the tax collector take action to 
procure a complete settlement of the delinquent tax and excise ac- 
counts which date back to 1963, and the sewer usage fees which 
date back to 1965. 


It was again noted that the tax collector had failed, in many 
instances, to collect interest due on delinquent excise, in which con- 
nection attention is directed to the provisions of Section 2 of Chap- 
ter 60A, General Laws. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts on account of dog and sporting licenses, 
gasilone registrations, and raffle and bazaar permits were checked 
with the records of licenses and permits issued, and the recorded 
collections on account of miscellaneous receipts were proved. The 
payments to the Division of Fisheries and Gamed and to the town 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand January 31, 1971 was 
proved by actual count. 

The appropriations, as voted by town meetings, were listed 
from the records of the town clerk and were compared with the ag- 
eregate amounts raised by the assessors in the determination of the 
tax rates for the period covered by the audit. 

The surety bonds of the several town officials required by law 
to furnish them were examined and found to be in proper forms. 
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The records of receipts of the selectmen, as well as of the po- 
lice, health, highway, welfare, veterans’ services, school, library, and 
cemetery departments, and of all other departments collecting mon- 
ey for the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. The 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved, and the cash on hand 
in the several departments was proved by actual count. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this re- 
port tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, 
summaries of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well 
as schedules showing the transactions and condition of the trust 
and investment funds. 

For the cooperation extended by all town officials during the 


progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 


myself, to express appreciation.
